stick on his tanned face. 
The lipstick came from a queen­ 
ly kiss, delivered in the intimacy 
of a dosed airplane cabin. The 
kiss signaled the end of a four- 
month separation that brought ru­ 
mors of a royal rift, flatly denied 
by Buckingham Palace. 
“ Of course they kissed,” said 
a Portuguese official. “ Why on 
earth shouldn’t they? They are two 
very normal young people.” 
There were no signs of any 
breach as the royal couple came 
together 
in 
springlike 
weather, 
some rain, some sunshine. 
The 35-year-old Duke has been 
on a 36.000 - mile world cruise 
aboard the royal yacht Britannia. 
His lovely wife, 30, stayed in Brit­ 
ain.

The lengthy record of Foreign 
Affairs - Armed Services Commit­ 
tee hearings was released as pros­ 
pects increased for overwhelming 
Senate approval of a resolution 
which says:

If the President deter­ 
mines the necessity thereof, the 
United States is prepared to use 
armed forces to assist any nation 
or group of nations requesting as­ 
sistance against armed aggression 
from any country controlled by in­ 
ternational communism . . . ” 
The resolution also would give 
President Eisenhower authority to 
use in his discretion up to 200 
million dollars in mutual security 
funds for either military or eco­ 
nomic assistance in the Middle 
East.

Last Hearing 
On Proposal 
Is Held Here 


Herman Bloess, chairman of the 
Citizens Water Committee, led the 
last in a series of public hearings 
on the proposed purchase of the 
water company, Friday evening at 
Hubbard School. 
During the meeting, Bloess stat 
ed that one question often asked of 
him concerned the management of 
the water operations under public 
ownership. He said the Missouri 
state laws require the operation be 
placed in the hands of a four man 
bipartisan 
board. 
This 
board, 
Bloess said, will operate much like 
the Bothwell Hospital board, the 
Public Library board, 
and the 
Crown Hill Cemetery board. 
The water board will be com 
pletely responsible for the opera­ 
tion and management of the water 
system, Bloess continued. It will 
be required to make regular re­ 
ports to the citizens of Sedalia. 
Like the other boards, it will be 
subject to an annual audit of oper­ 
ations made by responsible ac­ 
counting firms. Members of the 
board, Bloess said, will be respon­ 
sible citizens of Sedalia, who are 
familiar with all the problems of 
operating a business. 
Bloess continued, the first mem­ 
bers of the board will be appointed 
for terms of one, two, three and 
four years. Each year thereafter, 
one term will expire, and that 
member will either be reappointed 
or will be replaced. According to 
state law, the board must be com­ 
posed of two republicans and two 
democrats at all times. 
We have every reason to expect, 
Bloess continued, that the water 
board will give the same kind of 
sincere and efficient attention to 
the operation of the water system, 
as do the members of our hospital, 
library and cemetery boards. 
“ Next Tuesday is the day of de­ 
cision,” he said. “ We must make 
our choice between continued low 
water rates or a drastic increase 
in our water costs.”

The law then goes on to say, 
in Section 9 1.460: "Not more than 
two members of said Board shall 
belong to the same political party, 
and its administration shall in all 
respects be entirely nonpartisan.” 
In addition to the requirements 
of state law, the city must enact 
a bond indenure ordinance which 
will meet the requirements of mu 
nicipal bond companies and their 
attorneys. This bond indenture or­ 
dinance remains in effect for the 
life of the bonds. Some of the pro­ 
vision required in such a bond 
indenture ordinance may be out­ 
lined as follows: 
. . . To fix the principal amount, 
term, and interest rate of the water 
revenue bonds (which for the Se­ 
dalia bonds will be in the principal 
amount of $2,700,000, due serially 
over a period of 40 years, and 
bearing interest at not to exceed 
3Mt per cent per annum). 
. . . That the principal of and in­ 
terest on the water revenue bonds 
shall be payable solely from the 
revenues derived from the opera­ 
tion of the water works system, 
and neither bonds nor the interest 
shall be payable in whole or in 
parts out of funds raised by taxa­ 
tion. 
. . . That all water works reve­ 
nues will be segregated and kept 
separate and apart from the other 
revenues and funds of the city, 
and will be deposited aa collected 
in 
a

Works 
Revenue 
Fund.” 
. . . That no water will be fur­ 
nished to any water user without 
a reasonable charge being made 
for it.

Charges were filed against 80 and 
the rest were released but many 
were held overnight for question­ 
ing- 
The board presented a report to 
the governor Feb. 5 on the m ass 
roundup and said it felt justified 
in the action because the raids 
had broken the back of a Kansas 
City crim e wave. 
Blair had no comment for pub­ 
lication but he made it obvious to 
his associates he was disturbed 
about the raids.

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Buying 
The Water System 


If anyone is not familiar with the pros 
and cons of the proposal for the City 
of Sedalia to purchase the Sedalia Water 
Company by issuance of revenue bonds, 
then it is not because of a lack of effort 
of the Citizens Water Committee to pro­ 
vide information. 
Open forum meetings have been held 
in the various wards. 
Discussion has 
been invited and had. 
A four-page bro­ 
chure explaining details has been mailed 
to taxpayers. There have been dozens of 
newspaper stories. 
Still come inquiries about revenue 
bonds. How can they be issued to buy 
the water company without raising taxes? 
The simple explanation in this case is 
that under Missouri law a city may buy 
a water system by issuance of revenue 
bonds and revenue bonds are entirely dif­ 
ferent from ordinary obligation bonds. 
Revenue bonds can be repaid ONLY out 
of revenue from the system purchased. 
In other words the money taken in from 
monthly water bill payments made by 
customers will provide revenue to pay 
of principal and interest of the revenue 
bonds. 
Not one penny of either interest 
or principal can ever be taken from tax 
receipts. The Citizens Wrater Committee 
haj emphasized this fact again and again. 
Furthermore the Engineer’s report shows 
that the present level of water charges 
to Sedalia users is enough to meet both 
principal and interest payments on the 
Revenue bonds. 
If there is something terrifically wrong 
about municipal ownership of water 
works systems, why are more than 9 0% 
municipally owned today? 
We don’t be­ 
lieve that number of municipally owned 
water systems could operate without 
continued public approval. 
We do know that under private own­ 
ership water rates since World War II, 
granted or pending, show Springfield up 
153%; Joplin up 7 5%; Independence up 
50%; Mexico up 58 %. 
If the Sedalia 
Water Company under private owner­ 
ship gets a proposed 40% increase then 
the monthly cost of 3,7 50 gallons will 


stack up something like this: Sedalia, 
$3.7 1; Springfield, $3.42; Mexico, $3.00; 
Independence, $2.7 8. Sedalia’s present 
rate is $2.65. 
Compare these figures 
with municipal ownership in Marshall, 
$2.40; Moberly, $2.15; Fulton, $1.7 5; 
Hannibal, $1.69 ; Columbia, $1.50. 
An argument that under municipal 
ownership Sedalia’« water system will be­ 
come a political football is a reflection 
on the integrity of Sedalia citizens. 
Politics anywhere are no more rotten 
than the citizens of the community who 
continue to tolerate a bad condition. 
There’s nothing to keep men of good 
reputation and ability from running for 
public office, and there is nothing to keep 
honest citizens from supporting them 
and taking a position in politics about 
which they compain so much—nothing 
except their own laziness which is the 
principal reason for failure to vote. 
Among the biggest obstacles to a com­ 
munity’s progress are non-voter groups 
who fear to take a position in politics or 
bond issues because it might subject 
them to business or social pressures. 
They are the fence riders who hide be­ 
hind spineless silence and absenteeism 
at the polls on election days. 
We are for purchase of the water 
system by the city. 
There may be some 
who are not. 
If so they should get out 
and vote that way Tuesday; and so should 
th«»se who have been telling their friends 
they are for it. 
Whether Sedalia beats it or buys it, 
the water system proposal ought to have 
an outpouring of voters to resolve the 
matter by a demonstration of renewed 
interest in public affairs. 
If such a demonstration does occur 
and the voters approve buying the water 
system then there should be added as­ 
surance these same people will support 
administration of the system by a Bi- 
Partisan board, acting for all the citizens, 
continuing good management, and re­ 
maining responsible to the Missouri State 
Board of Health to supervise this opera­ 
tion. 


The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Jet Fighters Safer Than Commercials 


By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON — If any wives or mother» art 
worried about their menfolk being jet Air Force 
pilot», they ought to flop worrying. My wife was 
worried too about my taking a ride in an Air 
Fores fighter-interceptor. But I have concluded 
that in peacetime they are even safer than com- 
mardal planes. And I think anyone viewing all 
the safety precautions taken by the Air Force 
would agree with me. 
I went out to Andrew» Air Force Base the 


other day to get some idea of fcow well the 
Atlantic Coast was protected. I figured the best 
way to do this was to sea for myself and taka 
a ride in a jet fighter. The Andrews Base is 
headquarters for the 85th Air Division, which 
guards the Eastern U.S. from New Jersey to 
North Carolina, and which is part of an amazing­ 
ly efficient network of warnings, including Can­ 
ada and Mexico and even extending out to sea, 
in which the Army, Navy, and Civil Defense 
all participate. 
It's something every American should know 
about, though it took me longer to learn about 
it than I expected, thanks to the fact that the 
Air Force won’t let you fly in a jet without a 
rigorous physical which lasted half a day, plus 
a training course in handling a parachute, a 
Mae West, a lifeboat, and emergency landing. 
This is one reason I say you are safer in an 
Air Force plane than in a commercial plane. You 
can get out in case of emergency. 
Frankly I had a hard time remembering just 
when you use the seamarker, where to find the 
signal mirror and the whistle for use in calling 
rescue ships, whether to use the smoke flares at 
night or the red flares in the daytime, or vice 
versa; and how long to leave the charcoal tab­ 
lets in your rubber pail of sea-water before you 
can drink it. 
Scaring The Sharks 
“You don’t eat the shark repellent, no matter 
how hungry you are,” insisted Sgt. James Mul- 
doon, the rescue instructor. “It makes the sharks 
sick, and you won’t like it either. When they 
get it in their giUs they go away.” 
However, I was able to remember the. chief 
details about bailing out. The parachute is strap­ 
ped on so tight you almost have to sit stoop­ 
shouldered. And when you’re in the mood to bail

out you pull a lever to tighten it up even more, 
then pull a trigger, and you shoot out into the 
air. After you fail to 10,000 feet the parachute 
releases automatically. You just don’t have to 
worry about it. Of course, if you insist on worry­ 
ing, there's a safety manual release which you 
can use yourself in case the automatic release 
should forget to work. 
“ What happens if I pull the trigger by mistake 
before the airplane canopy is removed?” I asked 
flight instructor Lt. J. B. Ledbetter, Jr. 
“Then you shoot right through the canopy. It 
won’t hurt you. Your helmet will punch a hole 
in it.” 
The helmet, built like a football player’s, was 
indeed a well-built covering. Attached to it was 
the most frustrating gadget of all, the oxygen 
mask. Because of the high altitudes you havs 
to use the mask at all times. Inside the mask, 
right under your nose, is a tiny microphone. A 
wire connects it with the front cockpit, enabling 
me to talk to Capt. Ben C. Murphy as if he 
were alongside me in a Washington sitting room. 
It also enabled him to talk to the ground and 
to other planes in the air. I could listen in on 
such Air Force jargon as “Mattress,” meaning 
the cloud layer below; “Blankets,” meaning the 
cloud layer above; “Pigeons,” meaning the di­ 
rection home; “Oranges Sweet” — good weather; 
and “Oranges Sour” — bad weather. 
PearsM “Scrambles” 
To show how the 85th Air Division goes into 
action in case an unidentified plane appears off 
the Atlantic Coast, Captain Murph took me aloft 
in an F-94 C Starfire in a simulated “Scramble.” 
A scramble is the quick getaway of fighter jets 
when the alarm is sounded. The pilots can get 
from their bunks into the plane and aloft in five 
minutes. 
In this case the F-94 C in which I rode be­ 
came an enemy plane and two F-86 D’~ simu­ 
lated knocking us out of the skies. It was a very 
exciting maneuver. 
The chief thing that worried me during the 
intercept was Lt. William Gorman of Emporia, 
Kan., pilot of the escort F-94 C. He kept so close 
on our port side that I thought our wings were 
going to touch. The Air Force calls this “ Holding 
Hands.” *1 didn’t feel that romantic about it. 
Of course, you realize I was worried for Lt. 
Gorman’s safety, not for my own. 
After it was all over, Lt. Karl Sanders of 
Sherman ,Tex., Gorman’s radar observer, cheer­ 
ed me up: “It’s much safer that way. If you 
get too far away from each other you might get 
lost In the clouds.” 
At one point Captain Murph began zooming 
down toward the ground in what seemd to me 
like a nose dive. Actually he was only “peeling 
off,” with Lt. Gorman’s plane following him al­ 
most wing-to-wing. Whatever it was, however, 
I confess the sweat stood out on my forehead. 
Capt. Collins G. Shackelford of Holly Springs, 
Miss., and Lt.. Tom H. Duncan of Russelville, 
Ala., of the 48th fighter-interceptor Squadr 
had come up from Langley Field, Va., to iutt.- 
cept us. They piloted the two “dogs” which 
“knocked” us out of the air. They first appeared 
on the horizon like small blackbirds south of 
Wilmington, Del., so small you could hardly see 
them. In about 30 seconds they were right on 
top of us. Once a fighter gets that close he can’t 
miss. The pattern of its 24 rockets spreads out 
like buckshot in an area about 10 by 30 feet. It 
takes only one rocket to bring down an enemy 
plane and on this occasion we were the enemy.

Stern, one of the nation’s leading 
historians, “It takes about 100 
years for the truth about an event 
to be allowed out. We are just 
beginningt o research this period.” 
Over and above the tons of texts, 
novels, scripts, movies and arti­ 
cles about the Civil War, there 
are tons and tons of original docu­ 
ments Jthat have never been open­ 
ed. 
Court-martial briefs, cases of 
espionage, memoirs, diaries, dip­ 
lomatic messages lie yellow and 
dusty in the nation’s archives with 
the ban of a century on them. 
And now that the ban is about 
to be lifted, Stern said, we have 
only about 15 historians who are 
prepared to begin the job. Most 
of these men are well into middle 
age and in recent years only two 
younger men have joined 
the 
ranks. 
“Young students 
of history,” 
Stern said, “ are not encouraged 
to go into the Civil War because 
it is a big job. Instead they are 
directed into a smaller, more spe­ 
cialized aspect. No one man can 


do the Civil War. It involved 30 
million people all over the earth 
in every area of activity and 
thought.” 
% 
There is, however, hardly any 
time in American history that has 
been given as much serious fic­ 
tion treatment as Lincoln’s. 
Stern analyzed it this way: “Of 
all the U.S. presidents, Lincoln 
was the greatest master of words 
and that’s enough to interest any 
writer. 
“The Civil War itself was the 
first modern war. For the first 
time in history there was the re­ 
peating rifle, aerial strategy, sub­ 
marine action. For the first time, 
troops dug in rather than move 
at each other in lines of battle. 
And it was a terribly bloody war.” 
Military science, however, mads 
great strides. 
Civil War battle 
plans, techniques and strategies 
are studied at most war schools. 
Stern said. “And General Patton 
in World War II was the military 
descendant of General Sheridan.” 
For the most part, however, 
civilization 
learns 
slowly 
from 
its own history. 
“But it’s the only way we havs 
of learning,” Stern said. It was 
too bad—but perfectly understand­ 
able—that young students were 
hard to convert to the school of 
history. 
“It is the orphaned child of re­ 
search in this country,” he said. 
“There are only a handful of peo­ 
ple who can support themselves 
on the fruits of their research. 
Foundation grants for history are 
meager. And a man has to eat— 
even if he’s an historian.” 
The dearth of historians, he said, 
would make a long and difficult 
job of researching the new Lincoln 
and CivM War documents. 
“Think of what we could do with 
100 students who were properly 
trained.” 
That is 
toe rub. To train an 
historian is a 
slow process that 
must be done again with each 
man. Aside from learning the tech­ 
niques of research, each man must 
build a memory bank. There are 
isolated names that appear and 
must be tied to events. There are 
unsigned 
documents 
requiring 
handwriting identification. There is 
a complete dead climate to know. 
Stern shook his head: 
“ And by toe time the historian 
stores all 
of it in his memory 
bank, his memory begins to fail, 
he dodders, he dies and all is 
lost.”

WASHINGTON — The Republi­ 
cans probably would control the 
House of Representatives today if 
the big city and suburban vote car­ 
ried as much proportional weight 
as the rural vote. 
This flies in the face of an article 
of faith of the Democratic Party. 
It has long cherished the thought 
that more Democrats would be in 
office if only the big city vote did 
count for more. But disconcerting 
analysis at the National Committee 
suggests that isn’t so. 
Assuming there is some merit to 
this proposition, the inevitable con­ 
clusion that follows is: The ability 
of the Democrats to retain control 
of the House and Senate last fall 
does not justify complacency. It 
might not happen again. 
The overall figures point up the 
danger. 
The total vote for all 
Democratic congressional candi­ 
dates exceeded the total vote for 
all Republican congressional candi­ 
dates by 1.6 million. That margin 
came from the South, where the 
total vote for all Democratic con­ 
gressional candidates was 4.2 mil­ 
lion over the total Republican vote. 
If the South is excluded, Republi­ 
can congressional candidates got a 
bigger vote than the Democrats 
did. 
In the last elections, the Demo­ 
crats picked up substantially in the 
rural areas. 
Ten of the 11 new 
seats won by the Democrats were 
in rural or small town districts. 
The nine seats lost by toe Demo­ 
crats were in big city or suburban 
areas. 
Because of jiggering at the state 
level, the rural voter has a built-in 
advantage. 
In Texas, for example 
one farm vote is equivalent to 3.6 
city votes. City districts, in short, 
are more populous than farm dis­ 
tricts. The Democrats have slip­ 
ped in cities and improved in the 
countryside, but the gain is not 
balancing. 
Here is the situation, as it is 
shown by figures from toe past. In 
1952, the Democrats held 56 farm 
area Congressional seats. Eight of 
these seats were considered “mar­ 
ginal,” since they were won by 
less than 55 per cent of the vote. 
In 1956, the Democrats won 63 farm 
ares seats, fourteen of them by 
less than 55% of the vote. If Agri­ 


culture Secretary Benson’s 
downgrading of farm price 
has the expected effect, t is likely 
that the Democrats will hokl and 
perhaps increase, their edge hi 
farm areas. 
By way of contrast, consider the 
picture in metropolitan areas. In 
1952, the Democrats won 79 big 
city congressional seats. 
Sixteen 
of the 79 were marginal wins. In 
1956, they won 82 seats. 13 of them 
by marginal votes. The Republi­ 
cans had 65 metropolitan congres­ 
sional seats in 1952. Seventeen of 
these were marginal. 
They lost 
three in 1956. 
But only nine of 
the 62 now held by the GOP are 
marginal. 
The important angle is that there 
are fewer GOP metropolitan seats 
on the marginal list. That means 
the GOP has tightened its grasp on 
several districts. And that’s what 
the GOP has done in toe suburbs, 
too. 
As a consequence, the Democrats 
will find it tougher to duplicate 
their 1954 mid-term gains in 1958. 
And, of course, the long range im­ 
plications of this trend are ominous 
for the Democrats. 
The Democrats will give consid­ 
erable thought to the situation at 
their San Francisco meeting this 
weekend. But there also is a les­ 
son in these figures for the Repub­ 
licans. 
The Democratic resurgence in 
rural America is the direct result 
of the farm depression. An exten­ 
sion of this depression could turn 
the big cities and the suburbs back 
to the Democrats. 
Thus the mildly liberal economic 
policy of the Eisenhower Adminis­ 
tration is probably sound politics. 
The Republicans can’t capitalize on 
the President’s great personal pop­ 
ularity unless voters are convinced 
the GOP has a heart. 
Ike is doing his best to convey 
this impression. A recent example 
was his warning that wage and 
price controls might be necessary 
if inflationary forces were not con­ 
tained by "voluntary restraint.” 
That brought a howl from the eco­ 
nomic conservatives in the GOP, 
but it was a shrewd political stroke. 
Even the suburban citadels of 
the Republicans might fall if vot­ 
ers there thought they would have 
to await the impersonal corrective 
grinding of natural economic laws 
in an emergency.

Lasting Cough Is Clue To 
Bronchietasis Possibility 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 
A severe, long-lasting cough, no 
matter what is responsible, may 
lead to a serious condition of the 
lungs called bronchiectasis. 
Irritation of the breathing tubes 
such as a bronchitis, a severe 
asthma, or even a chronic sinus 
infection associated with coughing 
may bring about this disorder. 
Small pockets in the lungs known 
technically as alveoli are'normally 
filled with air when a person 
breathes. In bronchiectasis they 
are broken down, dilated and pack­ 
ed with mucus, fluid, or pus. The 
involved areas of the lungs lode 
much like a bunch of grapes. 
In bronchiectasis, a coughing 
spell usually brings up a heavy 
mucus sputum, often having a foul 
odor. However, accurate diagnosis 
requires special examinations, in­ 
cluding X-ray pictures. 


A remarkable instrument called 
a bronchoscope, by which the di­ 
lated pockets can be seen by the 
physician, may also be used. 
The first step in treatment is 
to identify the cause of the cough. 
When this is done the appropriate 
treatment should, of course, be 
begun. 
Until recently, treatment of bron­ 
chiectasis was unsatisfactory. Now, 
however, good results in early 
cases have been obtained by the 
use of penicillin given by injec­ 
tion or inhalation.

The affected part of th« 
lung can be removed pretty suc­ 
cessfully and this has undoubtedly 
saved many lives. 
In this connection, M. D. has 
written that about 11 years ago 
she had an operation on her left 
lung for bronchiectasis. 
At the 
time she was told she had some 
bronchiectasis on the right lung 
and now for several months she 
has had pain on that side, and 
several months ago had a bad 
hemorrhage. 
Something of this sort presents 
a difficult problem to toe physi­ 
cian in charge. The question is 
whether she can be treated medi­ 
cally or whether surgery of the 
right lung is now necessary. 
In view of the fact that she has 
had hemorrhage the one thing that 
is certain is that she cannot forget 
about the matter. Thorough study 
of her condition and the amount 
of remaining lung tissue will be 
necessary before a good decision 
can be reached. 
In conclusion I should like to 
warn everyone against ignoring a 
long-continued cough, regardless of 
its cause. Every effort should be 
made to cure the condition caus­ 
ing the cough before it has gone 
on long enough to produce bron­ 
chiectasis. Bronchiectasis is better 
prevented than treated.

Bribe Exposes Our Doubt 
In Our Child’ s Helpfulness 


By Mrs. Muriel Lawrence 
On the way home from school 
Joan passes the grocery store her 
mother trades with. Next to it is 
a shop that carries toys. For the 
past week its window display has 
included a green plastic purse 
marked down to 59 cents. Twice 
Joan has enviously described it to 
her mother as the exact shade of 
her winter coat. Once she asked 
for it openly — and was refused. 
This afternoon Joan’s mother 
wanted something from her. Told 
that her husband was bringing a 
client home for dinner, she realized 
she’d need whipping cream for a 
company dessert. Instantly sh e 
thought, “ I’ll get Joan to run down­ 
town for it by giving her the money 
for that green pocketbook.” 
But she didn’t yield to toe temp­ 
tation to bribe the child. Control­ 
ling her impulse to buy helpfulness, 
she asked for it. Though Joan 
grumbled a little at going on the 
errand, an explanation of its emer­ 
gency nature soon got her on her 
way. 


When the returned with th e 
cream, her mother kissed her and 
said, “I am so grateful that I want 
to give you something in return. 
Here is 59 cents to buy that green 
pocketbook you were telling me 
about” 


This reward gave Joan 500 times 
the satisfaction that a bribe of the 
same gift would have given her. 
A bribe always expresses our 
doubt of a child’s helpfulness. It 
anticipates his refusal of it. It in­ 
sults him, treating him, not like a 
human being possessing initiative 
and understanding, but like a vend­ 
ing machine that cannot disgorge 
our chewig gum until we have in­ 
serted the coin that starts its gears 
working. 
Unlike the bribe, the reward is 
given to the child AFTER he has 
done us the service. It expresses 
appreciation instead of suspicion of 
his helpfulness. It therefore gains 
for Joan not just a green plastic 
pocketbook but new self respect as 
a person of recognized value to 
others. 
Parents bribe children because 
they fear to make an unsupported 
demand on their helpfulness. If we 
are a bribing mother or father, we 
should consider the possibility that 
wo begrudge giving to others our 
selves. It is only when we secretly 
feel that others are asking too 
much of us that we feel obliged to 
-bribe Joan not to resist our de­ 
mands on her. We expect from her 
the resistance that is in ourselves. 
This resistance is something te 
know about, not to be ashamed of.

were Issued in 1956, well above the 
p revious y ear total of $5,851,613,538. 
5. Americans lost less money in 
dead letters, but still a sizeable 
amount, $365,312 in 1956, comp ared 
with $421,573 in fiscal 1955. 
6. But the total of dead letter s 
was greater, 21,088,494, about a half 
million above 1955. Incidentally , 
Americans have been losing be­ 
tween 10 and 25 million dead let­ 
ters a y ear since shortly after the 
turn of the century . 
7. Desp ite the record 96 billion 
p ieces of mail in 1956, it was 
handled with about as many p ost 
offices as the Dep artment had 
back in 1877 ( 87,345 then and 37,515 
in 1956.) And not since 1877 have 
there been fewer p ost crffices than 
in 1956. In 1901, the U. S. had a 
record 76,945 p ost offices and only

Bankers Split 
Ov er Reining 
Buy ing Terms 


NEW YORK 
— Small-town 
bankers are sharply divided over 
the need for more control over 
installment buy ing term*. 
But 
as 
for 
“tight 
money ” 
in these day s of uncertainty over 
the life expectancy of the busi* 
ness boom and weakness in the 
itock market, they believe the 
maney managers should “hold 
the line” and let the economy 
“ride it out.” 
Their views are reported today 
by the American Banker. The 
financial daily polled grass roots 
bankers in cities of 10,000 or less. 
Most of the replies approve the 
tight money policies of the P'ed- 
eral Reserve Board — the excep­ 
tions being largely in the drmight 
areas which haven’t shared in the 
general prosperity . 
Most say the rise in interest 
rates has lifted them to a more 
normal level. The big city ’s prime 
rate of 4 per cent means little to 
them. In their towns rates go to 
6 per cent more or less. 
But the small-town bankers split 
over the suggestion that more 
controls over credit may be need­ 
ed to halt inflationary trends. 
William D Wallace of the Cam- 
illus Bank in upstate New York 
thinks selective controls must be 
imposed on all lending agencies, 
particularly those which receive 
automobile paper. 
On the other side of the fence 
is a Virginian, W. W. Burke of the 
Bank of .\ppomatox, who writM: 
“I f Congress undertakes to take 
banking 
under 
its 
wings and 
makes a mess of it, as with agri 
culture, then the outcwne will be 
hard to guess." 
A Minnesotan. 0. Netland of the 
First State Bank of Audobon, say s 
there is “too much cmitrol as is.” 
There is more unanimity on 
the question of tight money and 
inflation. 
“Sit tight and rute it ovd” is 
the advice of 0. S. Russell of the 
Bank of Mill Creek. W. Va. 
But in Pennsy lvania, C. L. Hol- 
man of the BridgeviUe National 
Bank thinks the Federal Reserve 
ia working oo the wrong 
end in 
try mg to curb inflation. He say s: 
“Raising the discount rate is not 
going to curb this evil. It must 
be made on the productioB coat 
end. SU^ giving increases and 
keep production costs down to fall 
in line with money rates." 
And in Kansas a finger is pointr 
ed at Washmgton. U. S. Gibbs Of 
the Caney Valley National Bank 
say s the 
government 
“Should 
practice more economy and co m­ 
ply with the tight money policy 
m its lending agencies.” 
A staunch believer in controls is 
E. F. McKellips of the State Bank 
of Alcester, S. D., who thinks “eo- 
oouragement of wide-open install­ 
ment buy ing caused our grief.” 
He sumes up this view thus; 
“I may be old-fashioned, but I 
think it it time we started our 
y oung people out on a basis of 
frugality , rather than kt them 
mortgage their future to n po int 
where they nev er will be o ut o f 
debt.”
